FOE TO RECEIVE NOTICE 


Answ er to Their Counterproposals to 


Finally Close Discussion and the 


Treaty M ust Be Accepted or 


Rejected at Once. 


Copenhagen, 
June 
7.— M athias 
Erzberger, head of the 
Germ an 
arm istice 
com m ission, 
according 
to the Deutches T ages Zeitung of 
Berlin, is preparing a m em oran­ 
dum which, after d iscussing the 
peace term s in all their aspects, 
advocates signing the treaty. 


London, June 6.— In an effort to 
allay perturbation of the public, 
parliam ent and press regarding re­ 
ports he is "w ob b lin g” over con­ 
cessions 
to 
Germ any, 
Prem ier 
Lloyd George has taken the un­ 
usual step of posting a flat denial 
in the lobby of the house of com- 
mone.

nu kl when ti** was made acquaint ed 
with th** Germ an counter projHwnU to 
tim peace treaty: 
"I ani convinced 
(Ila: our treaty project violates none

opinion I would mil hewn a t e to (oiv- 
fe*a it and would endeavor to correct 
the error. 
The treaty aa drawn up, 
however, entirely conform* with my 
14 pointe.” 
Hope is expressed in pence confer­ 
ence circles that the Allied rejoinder 
to the German counterproposals will 
he ready for presentation Monday. 
It 
is understood that with this reply the 
Germans also will jecelv e notification 
that the discussion has been finally 
closed ami will lie given a period of 
not less than three days or more than 
five in w bidi to accept or reject the 
treaty. 
Foe Reply in Eigh t Days. 
lf this plan is carried out, it seems 
probable Germany's decision will 
by 
made known not later than Saturday 
June 14. 
Reports indicate that immediately 
after receiving th* Allied reply Fount 
auh Hmckdurfl Kani/.ait will go to Mer­ 
lin. where he will have a final con­ 
sultation 
with 
Philipp Schcklemaun, 
the chancellor. 
Should Germ any de­ 
c ile to sign the treaty, tile count will 
return to Ver*»illt*n, hut should tier- 
many determ ine main a rejection, noti­ 
fication will bo sent to the peace con­ 
ference from Bertin. 
Indemnity to Be Indefinite. 
Th** Council of Four inn decided to 
refuse G erm any’s request that a fixed 
sum for reparation in* indicated in 
the treaty. 
Nothing is known as to 
the reason for th** refusal to name the 
sum. which news repents had forecast 
at approximately $25.000.OdO.OOO. 
Austrian President Protests. 
As reflecting Austrian official opin­ 
ion on th** term s of th** treaty pre 
dented at St. Germain. President Seitz 
of tho Austrian republic is quoted as 
stating that the term s could not he 
enforced upon 
the Austrian 
people 
and that 
“it would in* dangerous for 
the man a b o signed the treaty.”
